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Zur Beilage. 

Bei Abfassung der vorliegenden Choral- 
begleitung war es mein Streben, nicht so 
leicht als méglich zu schreiben und bei 
langeren Neumen den Akkord so lange als 
es eben angeht, liegen zu lassen, sondern 
zunaichst dem 2- und 3teiligen Rhythmus 
gerecht zu werden, dann aber auch, den 
Akkordwechsel handlich einzurichten, d. h. 
grossere Spriinge nach Modglichkeit zu 
vermeiden und Alles nahe zusammenzu- 
riicken. Wem aber trotzdem die Beglei- 
tung zu komplizirt scheinen will, der ver- 
suche sie ein zweites und drittes Mal, und 
er wird sich bald hineinarbeiten. Die Be- 
gleitung will freilich und soll auch vorher 
eingetibt werden, wenigstens von minder 
fertigen Spielern. Geschieht dies, so wird 
die Begleitung auch diesen wichtigen Zweck 
erreichen: sie wird eben infolge der har- 
monischen Unterlage den Organisten und 
die Sanger in die Schédnheit der Melodie 
einfiihren; mehr und mehr wird es ihnen 
zum Bewusstsein kommen, welch ein Melo- 
dienschatz besonders in den reichen Neu- 
men liegt. 

Wir sind heutzutage einmal so, dass wir 
der harmonischen Unterlage einer Melodie 
nicht wohl entraten kénnen, und die rich- 
tige Wertschitzung einer reinen Melodie 
ist nur wenigen vorbehalten. Hatten nur 
gebildete Musiker und regelrecht geschulte 
Stimmen den Choral vorzutragen, so wiirde 
es mir im Traum nicht einfallen, eine 
Choralbegleitung zu schreiben. Aber wir 
haben in der Regel keines von beiden. Wir 
haben die uns vom Schépfer gegebenen 
Stimmen, und aufStimmbildung kann leider 
nur sehr wenig Zeit verwandt werden, wenn 
tiberhaupt jemand da ist, der sich darauf 
versteht. Deshalb wird die Orgelbegleitung 
auch den weiteren Zweck erfillen, dem Ge- 
sange eine unserem Volke angenehmere 
Klangfarbe zu geben und so des Zuhdrers 
Interesse ftir Choral wiederzugewinnen. 
Wenn man bedenkt, was unserem Volke 
heutzutage an musikalischen Gentissen ge- 
boten wird, so ist es kein Wunder, dass ihm 
der Choral héchstens noch als Fastenspeise 
geniessbar erscheint. Und doch sagt der 
Hl. Vater, dass der Choral selbst an den 
hdchsten Festen an erster Stelle auf dem 


Programm stehen muss. Es wird noch 
lange nehmen, bis unser Volk das einsehen 
wird. Aberes muss kommen. Ein Mittel 
zum Zweck ist die Choralbegleitung. Das 
wirksamste Mittel jedoch, die Pflege des 
kirchlichen und besonders des liturgischen 
Sinnes, ist Sache eines jeden Geistlichen, 
nicht blos des Musikers vom Fach. 

Was endlich die Art der Begleitung anbe- 
trifft, so wird dieselbe wol vor dem ge- 
strengen Richterstuhle derjenigen, die nur 
leitereigene Téne zulassen und das Chroma 
vollends ausgeschlossen wissen. wollen, 
kaum bestehen. Man braucht sich tbrigens 
nicht gar so sehr vor diesen verhiltniss- 
miassig seltenen Extravaganzen zu ftirchten; 
denn sie werden dem Ernste des Chorals 
kaumirgendwo Abbruch thun. Wo immer ' 
die Diesis oder das Chroma (fast nur in den 
Mittelstimmen unter einem Strophikus) 
vorkommt, glaubte ich diese Form behufs 
bequemer Fortschreitung oder zur Stiitze 
des Gesanges anwenden zu sollen. 

Die dussere Anlage, resp. Einteilung der 
Orgelbegleitung, wird demnachst bekannt 
gegeben werden. C. BECKER.

The Mass of Pentecost Sunday. / 


‘Hrom-the-German. ) ee 

Pentecost is Nature’s summer feast. 
Heaven pours forth the spirit of life upon 
the earth. 
light and warmth; it waves with the ears of 
corn in the harvest fields; it sways with the 
fruit-laden boughs; and the crimson peo- 
nies in the midst of their dusky green 
foliage are like tongues of fire fallen from 
heaven. The blessing of the year approa- 
ches, the feast of this earth is being pre- 
pared ,and Nature is intoxicated with the 
profusion of life. Multitudes of feathered 
songsters and nightingales make melody, 
and even the trees shiver and whisper in the 
mid-day breeze, speaking the one to the 
other as though in a dream. Nature is 
keeping its Pentecost. 

But Pentecost is also the summer feast 
of the ecclesiastical year.—Amid the show- 
ers and storms of the winter night the Sun 
of Justice appeared to us. On Easter Day 
He rose, forever victorious and glorious; on 
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Ascension Day He reached His zenith; and 
now He sends us the Holy Ghost, as the 
fruit of His coming and work, to remain 
with us and perfect what He began. Yes, 
the Holy Ghost is the glorious fruit of the 
life and sufferings of Jesus; He is the reali- 
zation and fulfillment of the promises, and 
His work is to make grow and ripen and 
gather in the harvest which was sown and 
watered by the Redeemer. (The Gift of 
Pentecost. Rev. Meschler, S. J.) 

“The spirit of the Lord hath filled the 
whole earth.” With these words the 
Church today begins her celebration of the 
Holy Sacrifice and her Office. They ex- 
press in brief the whole significance of the 
great feast we are keeping, and the senti- 
ments with which we should assist at the 
holy Sacrifice of the Mass. 

INTROIT. 


Spiritus Domini replevit orbem terrarum, 
alleluja; et hoc quod continet omnia, 
scientiam habet vocis, alleluja, alleluja!

The Spirit of the Lord hath filled the 

whole earth, alleluja; and that which 

containeth all things hath knowledge of 

the voice. 

Ps. Let God arise, and His enemies be 

scattered; and let them that hate Him 

flee from His face. 

Let us picture to ourselves the august 
assemblage of prayer in the Senacle at Je- 
rusalem ; the holy Mother of God with the 
Apostles, their concord and union. .““And 
when the days of the Pentecost were ac- 
complished, they were all together in the 
same place: And suddenly there came a 
sound from heaven as of a mighty wind 
coming; and it filled the whole house where 
they were sitting.” (Acts. II.) 

The “Creator Spirit” of the Lord has 
filled the universe and made of it a new 
creation, God’s kingdom of grace and truth. 
The pledge of the presence of the Holy 
Ghost is “knowledge of the voice’. Ac- 
cording to St. Augustine, the Holy Ghost is 
the bond of love, the union of love, (vincu- 
lum, communio) between the Father and 
the Son, and today the Holy Spirit has be- 
come the mystic bond uniting the faithful 
followers of Christ, by the grace which is 
“poured forth into our hearts”. ‘He hath 
knowledge of the voice’’, that is He under- 
stands our prayers of praise, of thanksgiv- 
ing, of petition, for He it is, Who, in the 
words of St. Paul to the Romans “‘helpeth 
our infirmity. For we know not what we 
should pray for as we ought; but the Spirit 
Himself asketh for us with unspeakable 
graonings. And He that searcheth the 








heart knoweth what the Spirit desireth. 
We have received the Spirit of adoption 
whereby we cry: Abba, Father.” The 
Apostle also says in his first epistle to the 
Corinthians : ““No man can say the Lord Je- 
sus but by the Holy Ghost’’. (Cor. XII.) 

In the fear of being banished from his 
Divine union by mortal sin, and in the hope 
that all may be united by his love and grace, 
we add the passage from the 67th psalm: 
““Exsurgat Deus”, etc. Let God arise and 
dispel the enemies of man’s salvation, the 
world with its evil seductions, Satan, with 
his temptations and wiles; “‘and let them 
that hate Him, flee from his face’’. The Holy 
Ghost léads and guides us with power by 
protecting us against our enemies and by 
frustrating their designs. These enemies 
of ours are partly visible and partly invis- 
ible, partly our own personal enemies and 
partly the enemies of the Church and of the 
society to which we belong. The Holy 
Ghost either turns aside our exterior trials, 
or else He gives us interior peace and forti- 
tude which enable us to overcome them. 
While fear and confusion are raging without, 
the Church, the City of God, and the hearts 
of the faithful who dwell within, rest in 
peace and are girt about with joy. 


THE ALLELUJA. 


When the narration of the wonders of 
Pentecost as told by St. Luke has been read, 
our joy breaks forth anew in the Alleluja 
song. 

Alleluja, Alleluja! Emitte Spiritum tuum, 

et creabuntur: et renovabis faciem terrae. 

Alleluja! 

Veni, Sancte Spiritus, reple tuorum corda 

fidelium: et tuiamoris in eis ignem accende. 


Alleluja, Alleluja! Send forth Thy Spirit, 

and they shall be created: and Thou shalt 

renew the face of the earth. Alleluja! 

Come, O Holy Spirit, fill the hearts of Thy 

faithful: and enkindle in them the fire 

of Thy love. 

In the first Alleluja verse the Holy Ghost 
is shown to us as the Originator of a new, 
spiritual creation, and as the Renovator of 
the earth by means of His grace and truth. 
Therefore it is, that in the Sacrament of 
Penance, the forgiveness of sin means a 
true interior justification, a sanctification, a 
renovation and a regeneration in the sight 
of God. The justified sinner becomes quite 
anew and changed being, interiorly sancti- 
fied, and in very truth a child of God, a pure 
and holy creature. Such is theoverflowing 
measure of Divine mercy! What is more 
natural, therefore, than thatin the verse 
following the next Alleluja that touching 
prayer of the Church should be added, in 
which as a loving Mother, she inyokes the 
Spirit of Divine love upon her children. (Veni 
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Sancte Spiritus, etc.)This is followed by the 
Sequence, “Veni Sancte Spiritus’’, written 
by an unknown poet of the twelfth century, 
and may well be called the canticle of the 
spiritual life, the sigh of the soul on its 
earthly pilgrimage, the cry for purity, 
peace, liberty and a higher life.

On the one hand the Sequence shows us 
man as he is in this earthly life, a prey to 
unrest, exhaustion, impurity and perplex- 
ity, and ina state of poverty and helpless- 
ness as far as concerns the attainment of a 
heavenly life. But, on the other hand, it 
shows us the Holy Ghost, the Friend, Guar- 
dian and Father of the poor, with His hands 
full of rich gifts and His heart full of com- 
passion and beneficence, not only the Com- 
panion of our pilgrimage, but the Guest of 
our heart, which He heals, purifies, enriches 
and makes happy. He desires to be our 
Light, Strength, Protector and Father; 
and He secures everything for us, — merit, 
a blesesd end, and happiness in heaven. 
The recurrence of the word “Veni” (come) 
at the beginning, and of ‘‘Da’’ (give) at the 
close, is an eloquent expression of humble, 
earnest supplication.

In the 67th psalm the divinely enlight- 
ened David prophesied the descent of the 
Holy Ghost, and today this prophecy is ful- 
filled. Inthe shape of tonguesof fire He 
came down upon the apostles and disciples 
who were to become the foundation of the 
new church. While we offer our saerifice 
of thanksgiving for the completion of our 
redemption to the heavenly Father, we pray 
that this work of our salvation, which ac- 
cording to the will of God the Father was. 

, consummated by the Son, may be confirmed 

'and strenghtened by the Holy Spirit ‘‘from 
His holy temple, which is in Jerusalem.”’ 

The temple of Jerusalem in all its splendor 

~and grandeur bears no comparsion to the 
Senacle on Mount Sion in which the Holy 
Spirit confirmed and strengthened all that 
the Son of God had done for the Apostles; 
thus the Catholic Church, in which the Holy 
Ghost has taken His abode, has become for 
us the propitiatory in which Divine power 
and strength are imparted to our souls. 
We may also call to mind the heavenly Je- 
rusalem, from whence the Holy Spirit con- 
firms and perfects the work He began on 
earth, therefore kings with their people will 
come and humbly offer their sacrifice of 
homage and adoration. The Catholic 
Church, as a creation of the Holy Ghost is 
a universal church.

There came suddenly a sound from heaven, as of 

a mighty wind coming, where they were sitting, 

alleluja: and they were all filled with the 

Holy Ghost, speaking the mighty works of God. 

Alleluja, alleluja! 

In this Communion chant the Church 
again recounts the wonderful events of this 
day, evidently with the purpose of directing 
our attention once more to the Holy Ghost, 
to Whom we are indebted for the innumer- 
able - blessings which have come to us 
through Christ. We have just received the 
precious Body and Blood of Jesus, produ- 
ced upon our altars by His operation. In 
the same manner as the wonders of the In- 
carnation of the Son of God are ascribed to 
the Holy Ghost, the wonders of the Conse- 
cration at the holy Sacrifice are likewise 
due to His operations, and thus the Incar- 
nation of the Son of God is renewed in every 
holy Mass. These works are ascribed to 
the Holy Spirit because they are pre-emi- 
nently works of Divine love and mercy, and 
as works of perfect purity and holiness 
they bear a close resemblance to the pecu- 
liar character of the Holy Ghost which is all 
love, holiness and goodness. And when 
we will be “‘filled with the Holy Spirit’’, we 
too, like the Apostles, will “declare the won- 
derful works of God’’, the undying love of 
Jesus, with which He gives Himself to be 
the food of our souls, and the infinite gra- 
ciousness of the Holy Ghost which inces- 
santly effects the wonders of the holy 
Eucharist. Well does the Church exclaim 
in the Office of the Most Holy Sacrament: 
“Oh, how sweet, Lord, is Thy spirit, who 
that Thou mightest show Thy goodness to 
Thy children, feedest them with the sweet- 
est bread from heaven”’! 

Liturgical singing, idealin its mystical 
aspect, is so often called the wedding song 
of the Church, the bridal chart at the nup- 
tial feast of the Lamb, thereby to designate 
the intimate love and the close union which 
associates the faithful of Christ with their 
God. Therefore the songs of the Church 
should today resound with more ardent 
love and exalted enthusiasm, for Pentecost 
is the birthday of the Church; today the 
heavenly and earthly, Divine and human, 
eternal and temporal are united; the Re- 
deemer is espoused to His Bride, the Holy 
Church, by the Holy Ghost.

Sie umfassen, wenn ich auf die theo- 
retischen Werke zuerst Ricksicht nehme, 
eine vorziiglich geschriebene Harmonielehre 
unter besonderer Beriicksichtigung des 
kirchlichen Orgelspieles; dann, anlangend 
die praktische Seite, Orgelcompositionen, 
theils von ihm allein, theils in Verbindung 
mit Schmetz,Seminarlehrer in Montabaur . 
im Nassauischen ausgegeben, eine statt- 
liche Reihe von Messen und Requiem; 
dann deutsche und lateinische Gesinge, 3 
Tedeum,mehrere Litaneien, etc. Piel starb 
am 21. August 1904. 

Schmidt Friedrich, geb. 5. Mai 1840 
zu Hartefeld bei Sevalen (Westphalen), Prie- 
ster 1864, seit 17. Oct. 1866 Domkapellmei- 
sterzu Minster in Westphalen. Am 24. Oct. 
1889 konnte er das 25jahrige Jubilaum als 
Domchordirector zu Minster feiern. Er 
ist bertihmt und bekannt sowohl durch 
seine Compositionen, welche der strengen 
Richtung angehoren, als auch durch seine 
theoretischen Arbeiten. Nach dem Tode 
des unvergesslichen Dr. Witt wurde er be- 
kanntlich Praises des allgemeinen deutschen 
Cacilienvereines und Redacteur der Fliegen- 
den Blatter. Schmidt ist auch Lector der 
Musikgeschichte an der kénigl. Akademie 
zu Minster. 1890 wurdeer vom hl. Vater 
zum papstl. Ehrenkimmerer ernannt. 

Stehle Johann Gustav Eduard, geb. 1839 
zu Steinhausen in Wiirttemberg. Sei- 
nen ersten Unterricht in der Musik erhielt 
er von seinem Vater, einem Schullehrer. 
Bekannt wurde Stehle durch seine preisge- 
krénte ,,Salve Regina-Messe’’ vom Jahre 
1868, der bald die Messe ,,Laetentur coeli” 
und ,,Jesu rex admirabilis’’ folgten. Im 
Jahre 1874 ward er Domkapellmeister zu 
St. Gallen, wo er trotz mehrfacher, verlock- 
ender Berufung bis heute verblieb. Stehle 
hat fiir die Reform sowohl theoretisch als 
praktisch gewirkt; theoretisch durch Aus- 
gabe der kirchenmusikalischen Zeitschrift 
,,Chorwiachter’’, dann der ,,Chorphotogra- 
phien’’; praktisch als Dirigent und Compo- 
nist und als Meister im Orgelspiel.?)
